Dr. H. S. Hart of Russell Sage

Foundation Makes Address

at the State House

Montpeller, March IS. Dr. Hastings H,
Hart, secretary of the Russell Sago
Foundation of New York, and recognized
aa one of the leading authorities In the
country on prison reform and child wel
faro, talked thin evening on these two
(subjects to an audience which filled to
capacity the reception room at the State
House. Tho Hon. James B. Estee of
Montpeller presided, and preliminary re-
marks were made by W. H. Jeffrey, State
probation officer, and Frank Tracy,
sheriff of Washington county.

Dr. Hart praised the work of Sheriff
Tracy in Instituting in Montpeller and
Washington county the plan of putting
tho prisoners out to work, where work
Is to be found, and thus making them
pay for their keep, with something to
Bpare for themselves. The speaker said
that Sheriff Tracy was a pioneer in this
lino of prison reform and that many
other States and districts were now copy-
ing the Montpeller plan and that Sheriff
Tracy had already made a name for him-
self as an authority on prison reform
throughout the country.

Speaking of the State's prison at
Windsor, Dr. Hart said that the prison
Is very well kept up and well managed.
Coming directly from a visit there, ho
pointed out the defects and made the
following recommendations: That tho
women should be by themselves (the
present system of keeping them being
bad both for the women and the men);
that a woman's reformatory should be
established and the further away from
the men's place of detention the better;
that tho reformatory should not bo In
the nure of a prison, but simply a
farm, lth cottages, where the women
could raise farm products and be

Dr. Hart attacked vigorously the sys-
tem under which the work of the prison-
ers la let out to contractors. He main-
tained that the firms which are making
these contracts are "working the State."

"Every day you are forcing your pris-
oners to tell 12 lies," said Dr. Hart,
"when you allow the shirts made by
them to go out with tho guarantee that
they are made in Milwaukee."

As a remedy for this situation, the
speaker suggested that the State buy four
Ford trucks, carrying ten men each, andtransport tho Inmates of the prison to
such places In the nearby country whero
labor might be needed, thus enabling the
farmers and others to get extra help
when they required It, and assisting the
prisoners to earn something near what
thoy are worth, rather than "disgrace
their manhood and keeping up unfair
competition by allowing them to work in
those days for the sum of 67 cents a day."

Dr. Hart favored the consolidation plan
which Is being worked out for the State's
prison and the House of Correction, urged
the reconstruction of the hospital at
Windsor, and suggested that the buildings
now being usod by the House of Correc-
tion at Rutland might be bandy as a
branch of tho Home for the Feeble
Minded.

With reference to the problem of the
dopendent child in Vermont, Dr. Hart
endorsed the action Just taken by the
various religious communions of the
State In asking that dependent children
hereafter be separatod from delinquent
children In their care. He maintained
that dependent children should not be
sent to the Industrial School at s,

but should be taken care of In
some other way, preferably by the
"placing" method, where good homes
could be found.

The speaker deolared that Massachu-
setts is every year sending Its overflow
of dependent children into Vermont
homes to bo cared for, and there are
plenty of good homes In the State,
which should be used to take care of
Vermont's dependent children, before
tho problems of Massachusetts are
tackled.

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SMOOTH SAILING

BOTH HOUSES

Big Grist of Business Is Handled
in Vermont Legislature with
Few Breaks During Day for
Discussion

WORK IS SPEEDED UP

Chiropractic 11111 Finally out of (he
Way Raise In Iny for Sheriff Re-

fused Several Mere Measures Signed
by Governor Clement

Montpeller, March 14. An unusual oc
currence In the process of legislation
took place this morning, when S. 92, in-

troduced to-d- by the committee on
penal Institutions, and providing for the
appointment of five commissioners to ne
gotiate with tho Board of Control for tho
protection of Rutland county's Interest
in tho House of Correction, passed both
houses of tho Legislature under suspen
sion of the rules.

It was smooth sailing in both houses of
the General Assembly y, and a big
grist of routine buslnes was handled, with
very little break for discussion. Tho
Senate disposed of a long list of bills
which went to third readings, passed a
couple of measures, put over one or two,
and completed Its calendar, about 11:2H

adjourning until Monday evening.
It looked when the Houso convened for

the afternoon session as though thero
would not be a quorum, thero being but
118 members in their Boats when the speak
er called those present to order. The sit-

uation was relieved, however, when more
appeared to allow tho House to do busi-
ness in regular form. Tho afternoon
session was brief.

From tho number of those who ap-

peared with traveling bags and suit
cases this afternoon and others who
wore heard to announce that thoy were
going home this afternoon it does not
seem likely that there will be much of
an attendance at the session
morning, which tho House has pledged
Itself to hold by adopting rule 7 tho first
of tho week. There will bo very little
business on the calendar and
a brief and quiet session Is expected.

CHIROPRACTIC BILL PASSED

At last tho chiropractic bill (H. IB), is
out of the way, the House, after some
discussion, concurring this morning in

the Senate proposal of amendment,
which provides that any chiropractor
practicing in the State six months prior
to tho passago of the act, and who Is a
graduate of a chartered school of chiro-
practic requiring actual attendance dur-
ing his course, shall be granted a license
to practice In the State upon presenta-
tion of his diploma, provided that appli-
cation shall bo made within 60 days,
after this act takes effect, and Is accom-
panied by a fee of $10.

This amendment was favored by Mr.
Webster of Swanton, who said that he
understood it was satisfactory to the
committee on public health, and satisfied
the requirements needed for protection
of the public, and that the factions
which had contested on the bill were
therefore agreed.

Mr. Taylor of Hardwlck objected to tho
amendment on the ground that it was
class legislation, because he understood
that, while It would allow chiropractors
now practicing In the State to continue,
It would keep out all others, there being
no school that he knew of which now
requires a three-ye- ar course In chiro-
practic.

Mr. Capenter of Richford favored tho
amendment, saying that it furnished the
proper protection to tho public, and
Mr. Alexander of St. Albans city
summed up the matter by saying that
the Palmer School of Chiropractic now
has a three-ye- ar course and that there
will be no trouble about future chiro-
practors who might wish to come into
the State getting the proper prelim-
inary education. The voto on the
measure was almost unanimous.

BUSINESS RUSHED
There was a brief discussion on one

or two other measures, but nearly
everything went through In a hurry.
The House adopted the amendments
offered by the commlttoe on Judiciary
to S. 81, relating to punishment of hab-
itual drunkards, and the bill was or-

dered to a third reading. The amend-
ments provide that the punishment
shall be a fine of not more than $100
while Imprisonment may not be moro
than one year, nnd in the House of Cor-
rection Instead of a county Jail, as tho
original bill provided.

NO RAISE FOR SHERIFFS
Third reading was refused H. 149,

raising the salaries of the sheriffs of
Windham, Caledonia and Bennington
counties. The original bill called for
a raise simply In Windham county,
but the bill wsb amended to raise sal-
aries of sheriffs in the other two coun-
ties mentioned. The House, without
debate, rejected each amendment in turn
and then killed the bill.

The House passed H. 256, providing
for the preparation and publication of
a suitable history and memorial to
Vermont's part In the war; H. -- 72,
relating to domestic mutual lire in-

surance companies; H. 273, relating to
the investments by banks in municipal
bonds; 11. 274, amending certain acts
relating to the appointment and duties
of the clerk of the Barre city court.

There was some discussion over 11. 271,

prohibiting the sale of diseased or dis-
abled horses, and tho bill was ordered
to He.

On motion of Mr. Marvin of Alburg, H.
281, relating to soldiers' monuments, a
new bill Introduced this morning was
read tho second time under suspension
of the rules, and ordered to a third read-
ing.

Third reading was also ordered on II.
195, relating to venereal diseases, after
tho measure had been lauded by Mr.
Slayton of Morrlstown, Mr. Bond of
Searsburg and Mr. Parmalee of Wilming-
ton.

FIVE NEW HOUSE BILLS
Five new House bills were introduced,

Including H. 278, by committee on high-
ways and brldgos, prohibiting more than
one motor truck being on an arch of a
bridge at tho same time, with a penalty
for the offending driver of $5 and dam-
ages for each offence; also prohibiting
driving an automobile or truck faster
than 10 miles an hour across any bridge,
with a similar penalty attached.

H. 282. reported by tho committee on
military affairs, provides that the star
on tho State flag shall be

SENATE MORNING
' In the Senate, 11 bills went to a third
reading without tho slightest dlsousslon.
Even II. 76, relating to the Importation,
testing and examination of cattle, horscu
and mules, which caused such a hot de-
bate before it passed the Houso, where It
was known as the "mule bill," proceeded
calmly to a third reading without raising
of a single protest. '

cases.

On motion of Senator Hcntlce, It, 217,
relating lo malntcnanco of State roads
by tho patrol system, which was under
an adverse report, was recommitted.

Sonator Amey succeeded In having S.
87, tho committee bill on workmen's com-
pensation, again put over, nnd It was
made a special order for next Wednes-
day.

Tho Senate concurred In tho Houso
proposal of amendment to S. 78, relating
to flaliliis through tho Ice.

HOUSE AFTERNOON
On motion of Mr. Dunklco of Vernon,

tho rules woro suspended and S. 70, an
act to stimulate the farming Industry of
the State nnd to provldo for a census
of farms offered for sale, was taken from
tho tablo and recommitted.

Third reading was ordered on H. 270,
relating to notlco to taxpayers, after tho
bill had boon amended as rocommended
by the commltteu on taxntlon.

Tho Houso passed II. 165, authorizing
tho auditor of accounts to convey cer
tain lands owned by tho State within tho
town of Watcrbury. Tho bill was called
up by Mr. Dyer of Salisbury.

Without debate tho Houso rejected S.
82, relating to municipal courts, which
was adversely reported.

Tho annual meet-
ing of tho Franklin County Farm Bureau
held at the City Hall Saturday drew
largo attendance of farmers from all over
tho county. Tho report County Agent
C, H. Elliott was enthusiastically received
by tho members the association. It

that much was accomplished dur-
ing past year. There wore 891

visits mado to Individual farms, 1,539 of-fl-

calls received for Information on
agricultural 86 meetings wero
held with total attendance of
Seven eight hundred and 30 cir-

culars and circular letters wero send out
'the farm bureau office on agricul-

tural subjects.
A varioty of demonstrations was car-

ried out including five tractor demonstra-
tions, also number homo economics
exhibitions. One hundred and fifteen
farmers were started In keeping farm
accounts. Flvo communities were or-
ganized for tho purchase
fertilizers with consequent saving to
farmerB several hundred dollars.
Poultry demonstrations woro held and
sheep breeders of the county were
posted on the price of wool. Considerable
attention was given to Improvement
of livestock. The Jersey breeders of the
county were for the purpose
breeding one family of Jersey cattle
namely the st family. During
tho year six bulls of this family
have boen brought the county

tho total up to eight. The average
fat production of whose dams, according
to register of Merit, is 628 pounds, an
exceptionally high average.

WHO WAHTS TWO SCOTSMEN?

your name and wo are writing, nsklng
for employment.

"Wo are Scots and at present officers
in above regiment and have each had
over four years' sorvlce In the army,
both at home and abroad.

"Previous to tho war wo were em-
ployed on clerical work and havo had
experience In bookkeeping, pay-sheet- s,

buying, selling and general office routlno
work. We are both able to write short-
hand (Pitman's) and typo and havo a
good primary and higher grade educa-
tion. We are strictly temperate In our
habits and, although wo havo been
wounded a few times, wo are not there-
by incapacitated or medically unfit In
any way.

"Wo are 25 and 23 years old, respect-
ively, about five feet six Inches In height
and sturdily built. We have our old
Jobs at home open to us when we de-
mobilize, but we want to got away from
the cramped atmosphere of tho old coun-
try and because there aro very few
openings for young men here.

"We aro ambitious and that will make
of us good and willing workers. Our
army training has Inculcated discipline
In us and at the same time we have
gained experience In handling and con-
trolling men and In administrative work.

"Should you desire any reference as
to our characters we would be pleased
to forward them.

"If you can give us an opening wo
can assure you that we will do our
utmost to give entire satisfaction and de-
vote ourselves solely to your Interests.

"Awaiting the favor of a reply, we
have the honor to be.

TRY TO SHOW "OLD"
AGREEMENT GENUINE

Vt. Marble Co. Snpt. Cloudy Cross-Ex- -

nmlned In Eastman Perjury Cne
Rutland, March 16. Another attempt

was mado Saturday to prove the va-
lidity of the alleged agree
ment which figured so prominently in
the boundary lino case between tho
Vormont Marble company and Goorge
P. Eastman when counsel for Mr. East-
man, who in on trial In Rutland county
court for perjury, cross examled George
C. Robinson of West Rutland, one of
the Vermont Marble company's super-
intendents, Saturday.

Mr. Robinson was questioned as to
surveys he made at the Fant lot In
1891, the year previous to tho date
which the alleged spurious document
bears, and he was asked the question:
"Do you recall any reason why you
went up to this Fant lot to survey
so many times? Was It not because
there was a dispute concerning It?
WaB It not. In fact, tho very dispute
touched upon in exhibit one (the agree-
ment)?" Mr. Robinson answered that
ho was posltlvo that there was never
any such agreement made as was men-
tioned In the paper. Attorney Gordon
pressed the matter further until one of
his questions ruled out by Judge L. P.
Slack, who pointed out that Mr. Rob-
inson did not draw up the paper.

The witness was next Interrogated as
to the business methods of tho Proctors,
principal owners of the Vermont Marblo
company and the examiner attempted to
show that the late Fletcher D. Proctor
frequently made Important decisions
wunoui consumng tno directors.

"Might not Fletcher Proctor havo gone
before Joel C. Baker and havo executed
this paper In 1892 without your knowl-
edge?" Mr. Robinson was asked. Tho
witness would not admit tho possibility
because, ho said, ho was certain from
Intimate acquaintance with Mr. Proctor
that the latter would never havo made
any agreement like the ono claimed by
Eastman.

Mr. Robinson admitted that his own
signature on the disputed document wns
a perfect likeness of his handwriting but
he was suro that he never signed the
paper.

Samuel A. Howard of Rutland, nt

of tho Vermont Marble com-
pany, was on tho witness stand when
court took the usual early recess for
over Sunday.

Attach Insurance Policies
Montpeller, March 16. Tho plaintiff's

attornoys in the case of E. Gomez vs. the
three Insurance companies Saturday
morning called to tho witness stand the
principal witness for tho defenso to
testify as to tho rejection of tho claims
mado by tho plaintiff for loss of his
building In Northfleld by flro over a year
ago. The witness was L. S. Hayes of
Bellows Falls, who has general super-
vision of tho work of tho companies In
Vormont and who testified that the first
claims were rejected becauso they wero
not right, stntlng that the plaintiff owned
tho land upon which tho property that
burned was standing before tho fire. Tho
plaintiff is Involved In nnothor suit In
which he Is defendant, E. L. Smith & Co.
In Barre, having attached the Insurance
policies to get their money, In case of a
verdict for the plaintiff in the Gomez
caso.
